Report from Salina Cruz — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — 
Health conditions satisfactory . 

Acting Assistant Surgeon McPherson reports, November 1 : 
Period October 16 to 31 inclusive. One vessel cleared from Salina 
Cruz for the United States, the steamship Alaskan, which left this 
port October 23, bound for San Diego, Cal., and was fumigated 
throughout while in the roadstead outside the harbor. 

Health conditions in Salina Cruz and the district continue very 
satisfactory. 

Report from Veracruz — Inspection and fumigation of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Frick reports, November 4 : 

Week ended November 2. 

October 27. Fumigated the American (tank) steamship City of 
Everett, bound for Port Arthur, with 33 in the crew ; vessel sails in 
ballast. Fumigated the Norwegian steamship City of Mexico, bound 
for New Orleans via Tampico, with 22, in the crew and 1 passenger ; 
vessel sails in the remainder of an American cargo. 

October 28. Inspected the British steamship Maria de Larrinaga, 
bound for Galveston, with 36 in the crew; vessel sails in ballast. 

October 30. Inspected the German steamship Dania, bound for 
Galveston, with 53 in the crew ; vessel sails in ballast. 

October 31. Inspected the American steamship Morro Castle, 
bound for New York via Progreso and Habana, with 121 in the crew, 
87 cabin and 17 steerage passengers; vessel sails in a general cargo. 

November 1. Inspected the British steamship Chancellor, bound 
for New Orleans via Puerto de Mexico, with 39 in the crew; vessel 
sails in the remainder of a European general cargo. Inspected the 
British steamship Corinth, bound for New Orleans, with 27 in the 
crew ; vessel sails in ballast. Inspected the Cuban steamship 
Vueltabajo, bound for Mobile via Frontera and Laguna, Mexico, 
with 19 in the crew and 3 cabin passengers; vessel sails in the re-, 
mainder of an American general cargo. 

November 2. Inspected the Danish steamship Nordamerilea, 
bound for Tampa, with 21 in the crew; vessel sails in ballast. A 
bill of health was issued the Norwegian steamship Kristiania and the 
British steamship Framfleld. As neither sailed during the week, 
they will again be mentioned in my next report. 

NICARAGUA. 

Report from Bluefields, fruit port. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Layton reports as follows: 
Week ended October 26, 1907. Present officially estimated popu- 
lation, 2,800. General sanitary condition of this port and the sur- 
rounding country during the week, good. Rains continue. Stego- 
myia calopus abundant.

PERU. 

Report from Callao — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Plague 
at Callao and Lima — Smallpox at Lima. 

Assistant Surgeon Wightman reports, October 20: 

Week ended October 19. 

Vessels dispatched as follows: October 13, the German steamship 
Ramses for San Francisco, Cal., with a general cargo and a total per- 
sonnel of 78, of whom 9 cabin passengers were from this port. Octo- 
ber 16, the British steamship Quilpue for Ancon, Canal Zone, with a 
general cargo and a total personnel of 133, of whom 8 members of 
crew and 20 cabin and 10 steerage passengers were from this port. 
October 16, the British steamship Strathgryfe for Portland, Oreg., in 
ballast, with a crew of 25, of which 7 were from this port. October 17, 
the Chilean steamship Limari for Ancon, Canal Zone, with a general 
cargo and a total personnel of 99, of whom 1 member of crew and 9 
cabin and 1 steerage passengers were from this port. All the vessels 
were fumigated before sailing. 

Smallpox continues in Lima, and plague both in Lima and Callao.
